On the Application of ſeveral of the Nobility, Judges, and Gentry af 
Scotland, who had obſerved the happy Conſequences of ſome Engliſh 
Free-Schools Erected and Supported by the Charitable Contributionsat 
a few private Perſons only, Her late Majeſty Queen Aune, in the Year 
1701, was pleaſed to grant to that Kingdom Her Letters Patent, conſti- 
tuting a certain Number of Subſcribers a Jociety for propagating 
Chriſtian Knowledge in the 1 and Iande of Scotland. The 
"Succeſs was ſo great, that by the Royal Munificence of His late Ma- 
- jeſty King George, and the continuance of the fame Royal Bounty by 
His preſent Majeſty, together with the liberal Contributions of many 
well-diſpoſed Perſons of all Ranks and Conditions in that Kingdom, the 
Society's Capital Stock was raiſed in a ſhort Time, to the Sum of Ten 
Thouſand Pounds Sterl. notwithſtanding the great-Expences in Sup- 
porting many Schools in the.mean time. The printed Accounts inform 
us, that in the Year 1729, there were Ninety Schools eſtabliſhed; 
wherein above Three Thouſand Children were Taught to Read and 
Write, and inſtructed in rhe Principles of the Chriſtian Religion. And 
by the laſt Account of the State of that Society, publiſhed in the Year 
1732. We find the Number of Schools increaſed to One Hundred and
